Next Summer 


Congress to Be First 
Of Its Nature in U. S. 


Catholic educators and missionaries 
of the deaf from throughout the U. S. 
and Canada will assemble here next 
Summer for the first International 
Catholic Deaf Congress ever to be 
held in this country. The congress 
will be held July 23d to 29th at Hotel 
Statler. 


The Rev. John B. Gallagher, CSSR, 
chaplain of the ‘eaf for the Dioceses 
of Buffalo an¢ Rochester, said the 
convention will ‘ave these purposes: 


“i—Under thé guidance of the 
bishops of the church, to promote 
at all times the teaching and principles 
of the Catholic Church amongst the 
deaf in all lands. 

“2--To promote a cultural and 
friendly bond of union amongst the 
deaf throughout the world, regardless 
of race or color. : 

“3—To be interested and actively 
engaged in:all good works that per- 
tain ‘to the | educational, social and 
ethical advancement of any deaf per- 
son in the warld, looking on him as 
a brother in Jesus Christ, our Savior.” 

When the last congress was held in 
1949 in Canada, James Cardinal Mc- 
Guigan, atchbishop of Toronto, gave 
his blessing upon the gathering with 
these ~vords: 

““T have no doubt that an exchange 


of ideas and discussion of your com- 
ae ASR NR aR 
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mon problems will lead to united 
efforts to improve the lot of the deaf, 
and, at the same time, to stimulate 
those of our faith to stand together 
in its defense and to help all Cath- 
olics who are afflicted with varying 
degrees of deafness to have an oppor- 
tunity of being instructed in our 
holy religion’ and in practicing the 
faith so dear to all of us. I assure 
you of my abiding interest in this 
great work.” 

As part of the congress. here next 
Summer, Father Gallagher said 
programs for the deaf are being 
developed both in the religious and 
social fields under auspices of the 
Buffalo Deaf Holy Name and Holy 
Rosary Societies. 

Mass will be attended every morn- 
ing in a different church of the city, 
and on the closing Sunday morning, 
there will be a general communion of 
all the deaf with a mass celebrated 
by the Most Rey. John F. O’Hara, 
CSC, bishop of Buffalo. 

The religious program also will in- 
clude a Holy Year pilgrimage, a visit 
to Our Lady of Victory Institutions, 
Lackawanna, and an outdoor benedic- 
tion in which the deaf-will join in ‘the 
congregational singing in their sign 
language. :

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Inclusion of Instruction For Deat 
In Released Time Program Is Urged 


First International Congress of Catholic Deaf Is Held 
at Buffalo, Where Work Began 100 Years Ago 


Buffalo () — Parochial schools 
should include instruction of deaf 
children in their released-time 
programs, the first International 
Catholic Deaf Congress ever held 
in the United States was told 
here. 

Miss Jeanne Charlebois - of 
Youngstown, O:, a teacher last 
year at the Rochester School for 
the Deaf, declared that there are 
many Catholic cildren in this 
country “who will never enter 
Catholic residential schools.” Be- 
sides advocating released-time in- 
struction for the deaf, she said 
Jay catechists should visit schools 
for the deaf to observe teaching 
methods. # 

“The laity must be awakened to 
the need and possibilities ‘of 
teaching deaf children,” she de- 
clared. 

Only Nine Schools Teday 

Other speakers reported that 
there are only nine specialized 
’ Catholic schools for the deaf, all 
east of the Mississippi. In addi- 
tion Miss Katherine Stanton of 
Erie, Pa., national president of 
the Ladies Catholic Benevolent 
Association, said “at least 85 per 
cent of U.S. dioceses have no 
priests working for the deaf.” 

At a convention session all of 
the Catholic Deaf Clubs in the 
United States and Canada pledged 
to contribute $100 to the build- 
ing fund for the Catholic Deaf 
School in Paterson, N. J. 

Nearly 300 members of the con- 
gress, including 96 delegates and 
alternates from the 48 States and 
from two Canadian provinces, at- 
tended the week-long convention 
here. They agreed on the need 
for study of ways to expend 
available sources of Catholic edu- 
cation for the deaf. The dele- 
gates also agreed that church- 
sponsored schools for the han- 
dicapped need State aid if tney 
are to continue to operate. 

Bishop John F. O’Hara, C.S.C., 
of Buffalo officiated at a Mass 
in St. Joseph’s Cathedral for the 
delegates. He observed that the 
first Bishop of Buffalo, the Most 
Rev. John Timon, CM., began 
work for the deaf 100 years ago.

: Passing By, with Ed Reardon—Canon Hayward Makes a Point 


“BASH ’em!” said the mild- 
mannered little prelate. 
I said I’d do the best I could. 
But the Very

| liam J. Hayward, 
| of Manchester, 
| England, didn’t 
hear.me, He

“anyone or any- 
thing for the 
' past 38 years.

| then and an in- 


fantryman in the 
British Army in 
World War I. He 
had just finished 
10 weary months in the trench- 
es of France. He was on fatigue 
leave behind the lines when he 
Was caught in a spinal menin- 
gitis epidemic. He lost his hear- 
ing within two hours. 

But the misfortune which de- 
prived him of his hearing didn’t 
affect his fighting spirit. Today 
in the English-speaking ‘world 
he is among the best-known 
crusaders in the interests—both 
spiritual and temporal—of those 
similarly afflicted. 

| It is difficult, chatting with 
| Canon Hayward, to realize he 
cannot hear. He speaks smooth- 
ly,/in a pleasant, well modulated 
tone and with a delightful Brit- 
ish accent. But he must fol- 
| low your lips to get your re- 
sponse if you are not familiar 
with the sign language.

THE canon’s exortation to 
“bash ’em” was merely a figure 
of speech. There was nothing 
unpriestly aboutit. It served to 
highlight his difference of opin- 
ion with the Oralist Group, at 
whom the remark was directed. 

The oralists, he pointed out, 
favor discontinuance of the sign 
in the education of 
deaf-mutes. 
reading and speech exclusively. 

Canon Hayward is an en- 
thusiastic exponent of the sign 
language. He is convinced it is 
easiest and quickest to teach and 
learn and that it provides the 
most satisfactory means of com- 
munication. 

“Perhaps the oralists feel they 
are doing service to the deaf- 
mute by teaching him to speak,” 
conceded the canon. “That may 
bé very well for the person who 
had reached the age of reason and 
who had some knowledge of the 
language before he became deaf 
or mute. 

“But what of the person who 
was deaf or mute—or both—at 
birth, or of the person who be- 
came thus afflicted before learn- 
ing to talk? Oralism doesn’t 
give them anything to think 
about qr to become interested in 
for the long years preceding 
their ninth birthday or there- 
abouts. It makes them feel like 
outcasts. Psychologically, it’s 
bad for them.” 


CANON Hayward calls strict 
oralism ‘“a_lazy application to 
the problem”. He thinks the 
ideal program would be about 
a quarter of the pupil’s time 
spent on lip reading and the re- 
mainder on sign language.

merits of the two systems is 
more than academic. In Eng- 
Jand, the government contrib- 
utes 75 per cent to the building 
and. operation of schools for 
deaf-mutes. The Oralists are so 
well established that this grant 
is withdrawn if the schools do 
not follow the oralism program. 
The matter of state aid is a vital 
one in Canon Hayward’s work. 
As a leader in the field of edu- 
cating deaf-mutes—he is bishop 
of Salford’s chaplain for deaf 
and dumb—his duties carry him 
to all parts of the British Isles 
with the exception of Ireland. 
Withdrawal of government 
grants would be a body blow 
to his work. 

You learn many interesting 
things from the canon. For in- 
stance, there are about 45,000 
deaf-mutes in England who have 


‘been educated in these special 


schools. About 3,000 handi- 
capped children attend them an- 
nually. 

Ireland’s schools for deaf- 
mutes are probably the best in 
the world, he thinks. The Irish 
sign language differs quite a bit 
from England’s and America’s. 
Education for the deaf in Amer- 
ica is better than in England, 
says the canon, but explains this 
may be because they are per- 
mitted to remain in school here 
until the age of 19 whereas in 
England they finish at 16. 


CANON Hayward finished his 


studies for the priesthood after . 
When ‘he vol- ~ 


he became deaf. 
unteered for army service in 
1914, he was studying for the 
Episcopal ministry. He re- 
turned to the seminary after the 
war, but two years later em- 
braced the Catholic religion. 
Although he could not attend 
lectures because he couuld not 
hear, he kept up with his studies

by obtaining the notes from fel- 
low students in his theology and | 
philosophy classes. So well did 
he apply himself that when he 
was graduated he was credited 
with being one of the best stu- 
dents in the class. He was or- 
dained on December 17, 1927. 

This was Canon Hayward’s 
first visit to’ America. But he 
made it a busy one. Arriving 
last July to address the Inter- 
national Catholic Deaf Associa- 
tion in New York City, he visit- 
ed 11 of the largest cities in the 
United States and Canada be- 
fore returning to England last 
Sunday. His farewell address 
was given that same day at the 
opening session of Gollaudet 
College in Washington, D. C., an 
outstanding school for the high- 
er education of the deaf. 

Canon Hayward said he thor- 
oughly enjoyed his visit to 
America. 

“T like the friendly spirit 
he said. “Everyone is 
very obliging.” 

He liked most, he indicated, 
the approval his theories on 
had re- 
ceived from the directors and 
faculty of Gollaudet College. 
He smiled when he. told how 
they upheld him in his tussle 
with the oralists. 

We were finishing our dinner. 
Canon Hayward ordered coffee. 

“T drink only coffee ‘over 
here,” he explained. ‘You don’t 
know how to brew tea in 
America.” 

Did he think that by some 
miracle his hearing would ever 
be restored? 

There was a twinkle in his 
eye when he answered. 

“I’m very happy about being 
deaf,” he said. “If my hearing 
were restored, I might lose my 
job. And I wouldn’t swap it 
with anybody.” ~

AMERICAN DELEGATES to

A. Hegarty, S.J. of the Shrine 
staff. 

The visitors were. taken to the 
site of excavations which began 
when the Jesuit Order regained 
possession of the property in 1840 
and which are being continued. by 
archaeological teams from the 
Royal Ontario Museum and the 
University of Western Ontario. 

Of special interest to them was 
the grave of St. John Brebeuf dis- 
covered by Father Hegarty in 
1954 and absolutely identified by 
a lead plate bearing the Jesuit 
martyrs’ name contained within 
it. The name of the valiant Bre- 
beauf was synonymous with cour- 
age among the savage Indians 
whom he sought always to bring 
to God, He suffered martyrdom 
at the hands of pagan Hurons 
along with Father Gabriel Lale- 
mant after almost unbelievable 
torture. 

Other parts of Fort Ste, Marie 
are gradually being uncovered 
and these were also shown to the 
i visitors. From the year 1639 until 
1649 it was a headquarters for 
Jesuit missions in Huronia — a 
centre comprising chapels, resi- 
|dences, stables and a hospital 
which housed approximately fifty

Mayor Welcomes ICDA 


Before the’ first day of the In- 
ternational Catholic Deaf Associa- 
tion convention had passed, eleva- 
tor operators in convention head- 
quarters at the Kentucky Hotel 
had taken the first steps towards 
learning the language of their 
guests. Converting their conven- 
tional call of “Up, please,” into sign 
language, they simply pointed to- 
wards heaven - before elosing the 
doors, 

It was the quietest convention 
ever held in this convention city. 

Enjoying the conviviality of be- 
ing together, young and old deaf 
persons were everywhere gathered 
in groups, absorbed in manual con-= 
versation. The unlucky people re- 
stricted to the use of Speéch were 
outsiders. It would have been pos- 
sible to carry on a verbal conver- 
sation across the crowded mezza- 
nine. 

For some, like five-year-old 
Tony Holmes, the conversation 
was purely fun. Here with his six- 
year-old sister and parents, Tony 
Spoke freely in the first general 
meeting of the convention—with- 
out fear of being shushed, The 
Holmes live near Los Angeles, Cal- 
ifornia, where Mr. Holmes is a 
photo-engraver, 

For others, particularly the 
Louisville chapter of the Associa- 
tion, the work involyed in smooth- 
ing the way for an estimated 1,000 
deaf guests was great. One of the 
key members of the local group, 
Mrs. Adrian Bohnert, 2427 Caro- 
lina, was attending her first As- 
sociation convention. She was in 
charge of the Thursday evening 
banquet. 

Mrs. Bohnert looks at the prob- 
lem of deafness from the outside 
as well as the inside. She lost her 
hearing at the age of 12, and re- 
gained it years later, after World 
War II. 

“Tt was a shock at first,” she 
said. “It was like the whole world 
had suddenly closed in.” Mrs, Boh- 
nert went to the school for the 
deaf in Danville, Kentucky, for 
two and one-half years after los- 
ing her hearing. There she learned 
sign language. 

“Most all deaf people pick up 
sign language,” she explained. 
“Tt’s less of a strain than lip 
reading.” 

What was it like being able to 
hear again? 

“It’s just wonderful to be able 
to hear again, to hear music .. .” 
she said. 

Married in 1926 to Mr. Bohnert, 
who lost his hearing at the age 
of three, Mrs. Bohnert is an adyo- 
cate of “the normal life” for the 
deaf. The deaf “get married, have 
children, hold jobs, just like every- 
one else,” she said, “If given the 
opportunity, they can prove them- 
selves very capable.” Especially 
since World War II, she went on, 
“the public has begun to realize 

-that deaf people are good, reliable 
workers.” 


Ballard, O.S.B., celebrated the 
Mass opening the convention. 
Father Athanasius is a monk of St. 
Meinrad Archabbey. Unlike his 
parents, he can both speak and 
hear, 

Daily Mass was said for eonven- 
tion delegates at the Catheral of 
the Assumption. Along with gen- 
eral and special meetings taking 
place this week, tours of Churchill 
Downs, Mammoth Cave and points 
of local interest were planned. 

Church, State and municipal 
representatives welcomed the del- 
egates at a civie reception held 
Monday evening. Mayor Bruce

L, Waterfield greeted delegates, 
and keys to the city were presented 
to Father John Gallagher of Buf- 
falo, N.Y., ICDA chaplain, and to

High on the agenda of business 
was the preparation of a printed 
form for Confession, and agree- 
ment on a set of signs for religious 
terms.

Deaf Group Picks 
‘Site for 1960 


The International Catholic 
Deaf Association last night chose | 
San Francisco as its 1960 con- 
vention city. Cleveland will be 
the meeting site next year. 

Some 450 members of the 
American and Canadian group 
received the blessing of Louis- 
ville Archbishop John A.

The week-long meeting of the 
International Catholic Deaf As- 
Sociation here was marked by 
Silence. But despite the absence of 
speech these concrete results were 
produced: 


—Delegates agreed on the use of 
signs for “God,” “confession,” 
“Communion,” and other terms re- 
lating to religion. Words beginning 
with letters A through G were 
those agreed upon. 


—Time did not allow for the de- 
velopment of printed forms for the 
Confession of the deaf, but com- 
mittees were appointed to develop 
one for adults and one for children. 

—-A workshop for? auxiliary 
teachers of the deaf—particularly 
those in the field of catechetical 
work — will be established next 
summer, probably at Catholic Uni- 
versity. These teachers were also 
exhorted to affiliate with the Con- 
fraternity of Christian Doctrine. 

Some highlights of the conven- 
tion: 

Rey. Thomas Cribbin, New York, 


consultor and co-chairman of the 
I.C.D,A. Mission Fund, said the 


Fund had assisted 47 priests in the 
apostolate of the deaf during the 
past year. “The deaf must help the 
deaf,” he told delegates, urging 
them to support the apostolate. 


John Carroll, Morristown, N.J., 
president of I.C.D.A., noted the 
lack of priests equipped to instruct 
the deaf in the southern states. 
Advocating the preparation of 
more priests for the field of deaf 
work, he said, “More sign classes 
for the seminaries will mean more 
priests for the deaf.” 


Father John P. Hourihan, chap- 
lain of the Mount Carmel Guild of 
the Newark Archdiocese, an- 
nounced that a book to teach deaf 
children how to go to confession is 


now in preparation. A professional 
artist who is deaf, Mrs. Colette 
Gabel, Cleveland, Ohio, is working 
with Father Edward Hayes of 
Newark in preparing the book. It 
will be published early next year. 
Cleveland will play host to the 
convention in 1959, and San Fran- 
cisco in 1960, it was announced. 


While the delegates were learn- 
ing something about Louisville on 
tours of historical, industrial and 


recreation sites, Louisville was 
learning something about the deaf, 


Father John Gallagher, C.Ss.R., 
national chaplain of I.C.D.A., ap- 
pearing on a locally televised in» 
terview show, answered all ques- 
tions in sign language as well as 
Speech. By the time the program 
was over, the interviewer, Phyllis 
Knight, was able to master a few 
of the rudiments of sign. She 
closed the show with the signs for 
“Thank you very much,” 


Doormen, waitresses, counter- 
men and others who served the 
deaf in their downtown quarters 
all were impressed by “how normal 
the deaf are.” 


Louisville Mayor Bruce Hob- 
litzell presented keys to the city to 
Father Gallagher, chaplain, and 
Mr. Carrol, president, at a civic ree 
ception for all delegates. Arch» 
bishop John A. Floersh and Lt. 
Governor Harry ~L. Waterfield 
were present to offer greetings, 
and watch their remarks being 
translated into signs. 

Mayor Hoblitzell remarked, “It 
was the first time I ever gave a 
speech to a houseful of people 
where no one heard a word I said.”
